(a Persian man) to” teach me. In 


other words, I have a private tutor. 
The station has to pay hint about $10 
per month. TI think I told you I get 
$750 per year. 


' The. present rate of exchange is 
terrible for China and Persia. $1.00 


is worth only 50 cents, so the board 
has to pay double our’ salaries which 
all means that $200,000 will be løst 
on exchange this year in China and 
India, We can’t live on a, smaller 
salary. If any people want. to give 
anything, especially for my work, we 
have some scholarships for poor girls 
in the school. There is always a 
Persian and an English service here 
on Sunday. Yesterday there were 
200°-at the Persian service, at least 
sixty at the Persian and Armenian 
community service, and 206° at the 
Persian and Armenian Sunday school. 
The legation*people come to the Eng- 
lish service. There were about 30 
there yesterday. T didn’t: go to all 
of these and don’t-expect to. 
have junior and senior Christian En- 
deavors for both the Persian and the 
Armenian girls.
